They will meet the 
usual. schedule for the elementary 
dismissal time at 2:30 and at 3:00 
as they have been doing and then 
return to school to pick up the 
junior high school students at 5:06. 

Double sessions will have to con- 
tinue for two or three weeks, after 
the elementary schoo] students 
have moved to their new school. 
This will be necesary to provide 
opportunity for some minor 
changes to be made in the vacant 
space before they are suitable for 
our planned occupancy. 

It is regretable that double ses- 
sions have been-made necessary, 
however, within a very few weeks 
we shall have the finest element- 
ary school in the Glades, built in 
accordance with the latest edu- 
catiómüi specifications. Mean- 
while wé-can look forward also to 
the more than $400,000.00 worth of 
reconstruction to our junior and 
senior high schools: and the high 
accreditation levels which I fecl 
sure they will merit when the re- 
construction job is.completed. 

Our faculty has. been increased 
this year with the addition of 
several new teachers, five of them 
replacmg teachers who either 
transferred or left the teaching 
profession ‘and the rest of them 
additional teachers added to per- 
mit us:to expand our curriculum, 
especially in the junior high school 
section, to more fully meet the 
feeds of ‘our boys and girls. 

Meanwhile, let me take this op- 
portunity to urge all parents and 
guardians to. continue inspiring 
their children to work hard and 
not drop out of school Life is 
growing rapidly more complex and 
more competitive all the time. All 
young Americans must train hard 
and.study hard to prepare them 
selves to face the future. 

The Administrators and Faculties 
of our schools, for their parts, 
promise to do their best to offer 
the students of the Pahokee ‘area 
a sound cation. »
